REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  most  important  result  of  the  past  year  was  the 
establishment  of  supervision  by  forming  a  union  with 
the  towns  of  Greenland,  Newington  and  North  Hamp- 
ton, which  was  accomplished  in  November.  Two  oth- 
er attempts  had  been  made  without  success,  during  the 
summer;  first  wiih  Somersworth  and  next  with  the 
towns  of  Atkinson,  Hudson  and  Salem.  The  latter  at- 
tempt bade  fair  to  be  successful  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Wignot, 
superintendent  of  schools  in  the  three  towns,  served  us 
acceptably  for  six  weeks,  but  felt  obliged  to  ask  to  be 
relieved  as  the  district  would  be  too  large  if  the  organ- 
ization was  completed. 

In  the  supervisory  district  to  which  Durham  now  be- 
longs, Mr.  O.  H.  Adams  is  superintendent.  He  is  a 
gentleman  of  much  experience,  both  as  teacher  and 
supervisor,  and  will  give  this  town  five  school  days  per 
month  as  its  share  of  his  services.  His  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  schools,  as  he  finds  them,  is  appended 
to  this  report. 

Another  important  act  of  the  board  was  the  reopening 
of  the  Mast  Road  school.  Early  in  the  year  the  board 
was  requested,  by  residents  of  that  section,  to  re-open 
the  school.  A  hearing  was  given  at  the  school  house, 
at  which  every  family  residing  in  that  section  was  rep- 
resented, and  they  unanimously  asked  for  the  privilege 
of  a  school.  The  board  decided  that  it  was  justifiable, 
since  there  were  eleven  children  of  school  age  within 
the  original  district  and  several  younger  ones,  who 
would  later  go  to  the  school.  Furthermore,  the  prima- 
ry room  at  the  Village  school  was  certain  to  be  filled  by 
the  children  of  the  village.  Accordingly  the  school 
house  was  thoroughly  repaired  at  considerable  expense, 
to  overcome  the    neglect    of  years    and    the    school    re- 
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opened.  The  board  regrets  to  say,  however,  that  when 
the  term  began,  two  children  had  just  removed  from 
town,  and  four  children  were  sent  by  their  parents  to 
schools  out  of  town.  Yet  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  board 
that  their  section  of  the  district  is  entitled  to  a  school 
until  such  time  when  the  district  decides  to  abandon 
the  building  and  allow  it  to  revert  to  the  owner  of  the 
adjoining  farm.  The  board  takes  pleasure  in  acknowl- 
edging the  interest  shown  in  this  school  by  some  of  the 
families. 

While  there  is  much  to  be  said  about  the  economy 
and  efficiency  of  large  centralized  schools,  it  is  not  the 
type  of  school  to  develop  the  best  there  is  in  the  child 
and  will  not  be  the  ideal  rural  school. 

Without  repeating  the  history  of  the  special  school 
meeting  of  last  June,  the  board  desires  to  state  that  on 
account  of  that  meeting,  it  was  deemed  unwise  to  ex- 
pend any  more  money  on  the  repairs  of  the  Village 
school-house  than  was  absolutely  necessary  to  protect 
the  property  from  the  weather  and  insure  the  health  of 
the  pupils.  It  is  proper,  however,  to  call  attention  to 
the  conditions  in  their  school,  in  the  matter  of  space. 
The  large  room  was  made  the  grammar  room  and  will 
barely  accommodate  fifty  pupils.  At  present  there  are 
forty-one  in  the  school.  The  Intermediate  room  can 
seat  thirty-two  and  there  are  twenty  six  in  the  school. 
The  primary  room  has  forty  seats  in  it,  which  are  more 
than  is  comfortable  for  teacher  and  pupils,  but  they  are 
all  required.  It  is  possible  that  the  number  of  children 
may  remain  nearly  stationery  for  several  years;  but  the 
town  is  anticipating  expansion  within  a  brief  period, 
and  it  is  clearly  to  be  seen  that  any  marked  increase 
will  be  more  than  the  Village  school  can  accommodate. 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  high  schools  is 
steadily  increasing  and  will  make  a  marked  gain  next 
fall.     At  present   there   are  fifteen    high   school    pupils

and  the  number  will  probably  be  doubled  next  fall,  as 
there  are  about  twenty  pupils  in  our  eighth  grades  this 
year.  Such  a  large  proportion  of  children  who  are 
planning  lor  a  higher  education  than  our  schools  afford, 
makes  it  necessary  to  maintain  our  schools  on  as  high 
a  level  as  the  Dover  schools.  To  do  this  requires  an 
expenditure  for  teachers  and  supplies  not  less  than 
those  of  the  current  year. 

The  board  wishes  to  express  its  hearty  appreciation 
of  the  earnest,  enthusiastic  work  of  the  teachers  during 
the  year,  which  has  inspired  equally  earnest  work  on 
the  part  of  the  pupils. 

It  was  with  the  utmost  regret  that  the  present  mem- 
bers of  the  board  were  obliged  to  finish  the  year  with- 
out its  third  member,  Rev.  W.  S.  Beard,  who  entered 
enthusiastically  into  his  work  with  us  and  wuth  whom 
there  was  the  fullest  harmony.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENT  OF 

SCHOOLS. 


Gknti^knen  of  thk  SchooIv  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  public  schools  in  Durham. 

The  time  of  my  service  with  you,  less  than  three 
months,  is  so  short  that  I  can  give  but  a  superficial 
statement  of  the  more  patent  facts  as  I  have  found  them. 
Among  the  first  impressions  are  the  earnestness  of 
teachers  and  the  splendid  spirit  of  parents  and  pupils 
towards  the  schools.  The  work  is  well  organized  show- 
ing careful  administration  by  school  boards  and  former 
superintendents.  The  Dover  course  of  study  is  followed 
quite  closely  particularly  in  the  upper  grades.  This  has 
simplified  many  problems  at  the  outset. 

The  wisdom  of  consolidation  of  schools  into  centers 
with  careful  grading  and  saving  of  energy  and  expense 
is  quite  widely  recognized  today.  This  requires  no 
argument  as  I  believe  the  School  District  of  Durham 
has  generally  acted  according  to  this  policy.  This  3'ear 
a  school  is  being  maintained  at  Mast  Road  with  but  five 
scholars. 

While  it  may  be  a  saving  of  distance  for  the  few  chil- 
dren who  attend  there,  a  school  of  five  scholars  cannot 
in  any  case  do  good  work.  Neither  can  a  teacher  in 
such  a  school  prove  herself  be  she  ever  so  w^ise  and  skil- 
ful. Unless  there  is  a  reasonable  surety  of  an  addition 
being  made  to  the  numbers  in  this  school,  an  increase 
of  ten  at  the  lowest,  it  would  be  better  to  close  this 
school  in  the  near  future  and  have  the  children  attend 
the  Center  school. 
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The  need  of  repairs  and  changes  in  the  Center  school 
building  is  so  apparent  and  the  sentiment  of  the  town  so 
favorable  to  making  changes  of  some  kind,  that  I  do 
not  need  to  comment.  When  these  changes  are  made, 
provision  should  be  made  for  a  fourth  room  which  will 
become  a  necessity  ver}^  soon,  probably  during  the  com- 
ing 3  ear.  Whenever  this  need  arises,  a  fourth  room 
should  be  in  readiness  for  immediate  use.  Only  one  of 
the  three  rooms  now  in  use  is  we!l  adapted  to  the  present 
needs.  A  four-room  building  with  plenty  of  light  and 
space,  and  well  equipped  is  the  greatest  need  of  the 
Durham  schools. 

As  a  stranger,  knowing  nothing  of  the  schools  till  late 
in  the  fall,  I  found  some  difficulty  in  learning  what  ma- 
terial, books  and  supplies,  was  available  for  the  use  of 
the  schools  and  considerable  of  my  time  and  energy  to 
date  has  been  spent  in  becoming  familiar  with  these  de- 
tails. With  the  careful  and  hearty  assistance  of  the 
teachers  a  partial  inventory  has  been  made.  With  some 
present  value  this  will  become  more  so  as  it  is  completed. 
It  is  good  business  policy  to  keep  all  stock  on  hand,  or 
most  of  it,  at  w^ork  and  not  to  allow  any  considerable 
part  of  it  to  become  "dead."  By  the  advise  of  the 
school  board  a  large  number  of  books,  the  accummula- 
tions  of  many  years  have  been  collected  at  the  center, 
carefully  sorted,  valuable  ones  put  into  use,  and  others 
disposed  of  to  advantage. 

I  have  found  several  series  of  books  on  the  same  sub- 
ject in  the  schools  and  this  has  led  to  some  confusion  as 
pupils  change  from  one  district  to  another.  It  is  wise 
to  provide  the  teacher  with  all  supplementary  material 
possible,  but  in  a  small  town  it  is  better  that  a  uniform 
series  should  be  used  in  each  subject  for  use  by  the  pu- 
pils. A  slight  beginning  has  been  made  to  simplify 
these  matters  and  it  can  be  easily  adjusted  if  a  uniform 
policy  is  continued  in  the  management    of    the    schools. 
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New  maps  are  needed  throughout  the  system  and  the 
regular  demand  for  new  and  fresh  material  will  un- 
doubtedly be  made  the  coming  year  as  in  the  past,  but 
these  can  be  supplied  in  efficiency  and  the  stock  kept  up 
to  requirements  if  each  year  an  appropriation  of  approx- 
imately $2.00  per  pupil  is  made.  This  is  about  the 
average  for  most  towns  in  this  part  of  the  state  and 
would  seem  to  be  most  reasonable  if  we  consider  the  cost 
per  pupil  to  the  individual  family  in  the  days  when  free 
text  books  and  supplies  were  not  furnished.  This  ap- 
propriation will,  if  carefully  expended,  soon  equip  the 
schools  with  all  needed  books  and  supplies  and  keep 
them  so.  It  is  one  of  the  duties  of  your  superintendent 
to  so  recommend  and  distribute  these  supplies  and  to 
direct  their  use  that  no  considerable  quantity  will  be  out 
of  use  any  year.  My  time  has  been  spent  largely  in 
studying  conditions  and  in  becoming  acquainted  with 
the  teachers  and  pupils.  It  is  too  early  and  out  of  place 
to  speak  of  results  in  the  schools  except  as  I  can  see  the 
excellent  results  of  former  administrations. 

Durham,  in  common  with  many  other  towns,  has  evi- 
dently suffered  from  a  frequent  change  of  teachers.     As 
a  result,  no  continued  policy  has    been    followed,    as    is 
apparent  to  the  careful    observer.     Perhaps    this  shows 
more  in  the  reading  in  the  first  four  grades  than   in  any 
other  department.     Children  at    the    end   of  the   fourth     i 
grade  should  be  able  to  read  with  some  intelligence  and 
ability  almost  any  of  the  dail}^    papers,    or    any    of    the 
common  reading  to    be    met    with    in    daily    life.     How        , 
often  do  we  find  that  pupils  from    the    eighth  grade  and        I 
even  in  the  high  school  stage  cannot  do  this.     I  believe        ' 
that  an  improvement  may  be    looked    for    in    this    work 
with  the  present  able  corps  of  teachers  to    continue  the 
work. 

I  shall  be  in  Durham  every  Tuesday  when  the  schools 
are  in  session  and  occasionally  shall   endeavor  to  be  in 
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town  overnight,  when  it  would  seem  desirable.  Par- 
ents and  others  desiring  to  meet  me  for  school  business 
can  do  so  by  leaving  word  with  the  grammar  principal 
or  by  postal  at  the  Durham  post  office.
